SEOUL, Korea UP) — The U. S. 


Fifth Air Force said American pi- 
lots shot down three Communist 
MIGs . today in the fifth straight 
day of furious jet battles over 
North Korea. 


America's 
18th jet 
ace was 


. 'crowned in the action, 
which 


brought the five-day Allied toll of 
Russian-built jets to 18 destroyed 
and 19 damaged. 


Capt. Clifford D. Jolley of Salt 


Lake City shot down his fifth MIG 
to qualify as an ace. 


That made three kills in two 


days for the 31-year-old Sabre jet 
pilot. Today the Air Force con- 
firmed a MIG he shot down July 4. 


As a result, the spectacular 


Fourth of July aerial battle near 
the Yalu River became, the biggest 
day of the war for 0. S. airmen— 
13 MIGs shot down, one probably 
destroyed and five damaged. 


Old Record Was 13 


The old record of 13 shot down, 


two probably destroyed, and one 
damaged was set last Dec. 13. 


The July 4 battles erupted when 


Communist jets zoomed out of 
Manchuria in an attempt to dis- 
rupt -a powerful Allied bombing of 
a. North Korean officers candidate 
school. The fast Sabres warded off 
the MIGs from IT. N. fighter bomb- 
ers. The 'Air Force said claims of 
another probably destroyed Com- 
munist jet and several damaged 
may be confirmed later, 


U. N. warplanes also gave pow- 


erful frontline support to ground 
troops who yesterday withstood the 
hottest day of the year—a searing 
108 degrees on the Western Front. 


On the Central Front, Allied

to recapture the rugged knob called 
Capital Hill from South Korean in- 
fantrymen. 


The Eighth Army estimated Chi- 


nese losses at 527 killed and 300 
wounded in the battle for the steep 
hill.

little action was reported from the 
Western and Eastern sectors.

Minutes after flames broke out 


below decks at dawn Wednesday, 
crewmen braved smoke and infer- 
no-like heat to unload bombs and 
ammunition from planes readied 
for strikes against the Communists 
in North Korea. 


Other seamen donned oxygen 


masks 
and rescued 
comrades 


trapped by smoke and flames. 
Their skipper called it an "in- 
spiring performance." 
' The Navy here .said the fire and 
explosions injured 32. The injury 
toll reported in Washington was 
75, but a Navy spokesman here 
said |hat probably included those 
temporarily overcome by smoke 
but not injured. 


Two Accounts 


The Washington account differed 


in other respects. The Navy De- 
partment said one exploding jet 
plane touched-off the disaster and 
12 other planes were destroyed. 


Headquarters said the cause was 


undetermined and did not .reveal 
extent of the damage. 


The fire and explosions seared 


the 27,000-ton flattop's hangar deck 
—the level immediately below the 
flight deck.

In the amount of money 
spent to educate a child, Pennsyl- 
vania ranked 27th, and Adams 
County had the lowest expenditure 
in the state. 


Leads In Closing' Schools 


"Pennsylvania stood 13th in In- 


vestment in school plants," he con- 
tinued. "Adams County made prog- 
ress in the value of scKool property 
from 1947 to 1950. In 1947 the 
amount was $148 per pupil and in 
1950 it had jumped to $341." 


In discussing teachers'- salaries. 


Dr. Morneweck said that last year 
the average salary of a school teach- 
er in Pennsylvania was $3,430, which 
places the state- 13th. Fifty-three 
per cent of the teachers in the state 
have college degrees, he said. In re- 
gard to the reduction of the number 
of one-room schools, Adams County 
has made thus far the best showing 
in the state. 


Mr. Henderson discussed ques- 


tions having to do with salaries in. 
connection with masters' degrees 
and reviewed legislation relative to 
teacher salaries, voting on joint- 
boards, subsidies or bonus appro- 
priations, per capita taxes and lia- 
bility insurance. 


Need Cost Consciousness 


Mr. Bevan said that bus contracts 


must be submitted to Harrisburg if 
reimbursement is expected. "In 
figuring contract' prices, there art 
three things to remember," he said, 
"overhead* costs for the driver; 
amount of salary that can be justi- 
fied for the driver, and operation 
costs." He said contracts should 
not be negotiated on the basis of 
cost per mile. When supplementary 
mileage is added. 20 cents per mile 
should be used for large buses and 
18 cents for smaller ones, he said. 


"The cost of transportation in 


Adams County last year amounted 
to about $38 per pupil," he said. 
"Two 
years ago it was $33. Adams 


County school buses transport 4,200 
pupils. If there is one thing that 
needs to be done today it's to be- 
come cost conscious and, if it's to 
be done, it should be started in the 
little municipalities, the little com- 
munities such as .Adams County."

STEEL STRIKE 
THREW DEFENSE 
OFF FOR YEAR 


WASHINGTON (ffi — A defense 


mobilization report, censored be- 
ore it was published, says 25 mil- 
ion man-days of work were lost in 
he steel strike, knocking military 
production a whole year off its 
stride. 


The report to President Truman 


was made by Acting Defense Mo- 
jilizer John R. Steelman, who re- 
eased excerpts Wednesday after de- 
etmg secret data. 


Steelman estimated 25 million 


man-days of work slipped by dur- 
ng the idleness of 600,000 striking 
steel workers. Stoppages in steel- 
using Industries before the 54-day 
strike was settled boosted this total 
of idle to perhaps 1,400,000 men. 


To Be Felt Heavily 


''The effects of the, steel stoppage 


will be felt heavily for the next 
hree to six months." Steelman 
said, "and will not be completely 
worked out of the military produc- 
tion program for an entire year." - 


He added that the impact will 


delay the planned progam to step 
up production 
of many 
major 


terns. He estimated steel- output 
this year will be about 90 million 
tons, 14 per cent below 1951 and the 
.owest since 1949. 


Steelman said ammunition pro- 


duction may not get back on sched- 
ule until early next year. . 


He said 299 plants either had 


closed or slowed down by July 25, 
when the strike ended, and he con- 
firmed a forecast that more will 
be idled before mills can catch up 
on deliveries.

in great abundance . less than 
one-half of the fatalities occur, 
but that after sundown, when 
three-quarters of the automo- 
biles are safely in garages, mor« 
than half and, in some states, 
more than 60 percent of the traf- 
fic fatalities occur. 


From the completed 1951 traf- 


fic reports of 20 states, Edmond 
C. Ppwers, director of Public In- 
formation of the Bureau, report* 
the following findings: 
• * • 


Of the 10,110 traffic fatalities 


is- these states, 5,388, or more 
than 53 percent occurred* be- 
tween dusk and dawn. In the 
state of Maryland, as an example 
of high percentages, more than 
65 percent of all traffic deaths 
occurred 
between 
dusk 
and 


dawn. 
, 


During these hours between 


dusk and dawn, only one-fourth, 
the total traffic was flowing. - 
Putting it on a "per car" basis 
(1 car at night to 5 plus acci- 
dents and 3 cars at day to 5 
minus accidents), the car by 
night becomes almost five times 
deadlier than it is by day. 


Largely to blame for this seem- 


ing split-personality, states Pow- 
ers, is the fact that when the 
natural light of day is gone only 
15 percent of our existing street 
•lighting is adequate to compen- 
sate while thousands of miles of 
streets and highways have no 
light at all. * * • 


Summarizing he says: "The 


automobile is a pleasant vehicle 
by day, becoming 
dangerous 


mostly 
through misuse. The 


driver by day has good visibility 
and is, therefore, the complete 
driver of his car. On the well- 
lighted street at night records 
show that he retains this-abso- 
lute control. In both cases his 
car is much freer from the 
chance, of a fatal accident. 


"But at night on the poorly- 


lighted street he becomes a par- 
tial driver, a good part of his 
course being left to chance be- 
cause of shadow-engulfed haz- 
ards. 


"If this element of chance 


were done away with through* 
good street lighting, and rec- 
ords of before and after light- 
ing bear this out, more than 
one-half of night traffic deaths 
would be eliminated with a sav- 
ings, in the nation, of more 
than 10,000 lives."

DULLES SAYS IKE 
ALONE CAN KEER 
U.S. FROM WAR 


By MARVIN L. ARROWSMITH 
. DENVER Iff) — Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower 
believes, says John 


Foster Dulles, that President Tru- 
man's foreign policy is placing 
America in the greatest peril in 
its history. 


And Dulles, Republican interna- 


tional affairs expert who until re- 
cently was an adviser to Secre- 
tary of State Acheson,. says only 
election of Eisenhower as president 
can block Soviet domination of the 
free world and avert a.third world 
•war. 
'Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson, Eisen- 


hower's Democratic opponent for 
the presidency, "lacks the exper- 
ence. the stature" and the power of 
decision in great world matters 
which are so necessary to save our 
nation at this time," Dulles told a 
news conference yesterday. 


Talks After Conference 


Dulles, chief author of^ the for- 


eign policy plank of the GOP plat- 
form, spoke out after a two-hour 
conference with Eisenhower and 
his vice presidential running mate, 
Sen. Richard M., Nixon of Cali- 
fornia. 


"I think we all agree," said 


Dulles, "that the trend of our pres- 
ent foreign policies is to put our 
nation hi the greatest peril it has 
ever been in the entire course of 
our national history." 


Then he went on to blast those 


policies and -to say: 


"I would not be here expressing 


the views I have if they were not 
in accord with Gen. Eisenhower's 
views." 


* Is Major Issue 


Eisenhower, Nixon and he agree, 


Dulles said, that foreign policy is 
the major, issue of the campaign— 
a view Stevenson expressed last 
week. 


Virtually all credit for" improve- 


ment of morale in Western Europe 
belongs to Eisenhower — who was 
North Atlantic' commander until 
last June -1 — and not to the ad- 
ministration, Dulles declared. 


"At the end of World War H," 


he said, "Russia was a. relatively 
weak and terribly devastated coun- 
try. The United-.States had unpre- 
cedented power and prestige in 
the world. 


Danger Of- War 


"Since then the balance.of power 


has been steadily moving against 
us. One-third of all the people of 
the world are already under Soviet 
dictatorship 
as a hostile force 


against us. The remainder of the 
world, which we call the- free 
world, is held together very pre- 
cariously. 


"The Russian leaders have been 


picking off the free world piece by 
piece and if this process goes on, 
there will be a -balance of power 
against us so great that I do not 
think that general war can be 


avoided because the Communist 
leaders will then have * good hop* 
of victory. 


"I am absolutely convinced that 


Gen. Eisenhower, by reason of his 
experience, stature and prestige 
throughout the world — and poli- 
cies I feel confident he will pursue 
— will check that trend. I believe 
he alone can check that trend." 


Lack* Experience 


Dulles then said ne has a high 


personal regard for Stevensou, but 
feels the Democratic nominee isn't 
qualified for the White House. 


A reporter noted that Dulles said 


Stevenson lacks the power of de- 
cision. 'It perhaps would have been 
better, Dulles said, to have put it 
this way: 


"No one, without past experience 


in making grave decisions, can all 
of a sudden be .qualified to make 
the type of grave decisions that are 
going to be required while we are 
in the twilight zone between war 
and peace." 


IKE MAY OPEN 


IN QUAKER CITY 


PHILADELPHIA «V-The Phila- 


delphia Evening Bulletin reported 
Friday that Dwight D. Eisenhower 
may open his campaign for the 
presidency in this city. 


The 
Bulletin's political 
corre- 


spondent Carl W. McCardle, in a 
dispatch from Denver, the present 
Eisenhower headquarters, said the 
•Republican nominee's top mana- 
gers are conferring on the matter, 
but that no definite decision has 
been reached. 


McCardle said that if Eisenhower 


makes his first out-and-out 'political 
speech of the campaign in Philadel- 
phia, it probably would be under 
auspices of the Young Republicans 
Organi'i-ticn.

A Bit Of History About 
Your Own Adams County 


This is the 22nd in a series of 


historical talks given over Radio 
Station WGET' by Dr. Robert For- 
tenbaugh, Adeline Sager professor 
of history at' Gettysburg- College, 
on some of the outstanding events, 
and interesting episodes in the de- 
velopment of Adams County. ; 


Among the subjects of historical 
iterest which can profitably be 
Iked about in this series is the 


development of the local units of 
government in the, county, — the 
townships and the boroughs. This 
article will be devoted to the bor- 
ough of East Berlin, which was 
incorporated 
on 
November 10, 
187|. 


Bart Berlin is situated in the ex- 


treme eastern part of the county, 
and in the extreme northeastern 
part of Hamilton Twp., at the junc- 
tion of the Conewago and Beaver 
Creeks, and barely more than a 
quarter of a mile from the York 
County line. 
• . 


Hamilton Twp. was formed out 


of Berwick Twp. in 1810. Berwick 
Twp. is one of the oldest townships 
fai the county, having been a 
township when' Lancaster County 
had jurisdiction over what is now 
Adams County until 1749, when 
York County -was formed, includ- 
ing also the present Adams Coun- 
ty. 


Township Is Reduced 


When Adams County was cut off 


from Yprk in 1800 Berwick was 
included in the new county, but 
was then much larger than it is 
today for it extended also over the 
area of Hamilton 
and 
Oxford 


Twps. It was reduced in 1810 when 


lin's future site in 1741. In 1849 
this was dividsd into two congre- 
gations and one of these. Upper 
Conewago Congregation, built a 
meeting house near East Berlin. 
In 1852 Mummert's Meeting House 
was erected. Both of these serve 
the people of that faith not only 
in East -Berlin but also throughout 
a wide area of the, surrounding 
country. 


Open School In 1769 


There were also a few German 


Catholics who found consolation at 
the Paradise Church, an old sta- 
tion of the Jesuits, where a stone 
church was built in 1843. 


The first school in East Berlin 


was opened in 1769 by an English- 
man, Robert Chester. Under his 
'direction 
the 
school 
naturally 


taught »in English rather than in 
German as might be expected in 
a community where so many of 
the people were Germans. 


More than 100 years later, in 


1878, 
the East Berlin High and 


Primary School occupied its new 
building for the first time. At the 
opening 122 pupils reported 
to 


Principal John" Curtis Hildebrand 
and Miss Ida Hartley, who was the 
primary teacher. Miss Bettie Tier-

John Frankenberger'fpom the pro- 
prietors 
of Pennsylvania, 
the 


Perms, lor 28 pounds, 16 shillings, 
seven pence. Charles Himes erects 
ed the first house on the land sin 
1765 and Jacob Sarbaugh erected 
the second house in 1766. 


On May 8, 1764 the village was 


•urveyed into 85 lots, which sold 
lor 55 shillings each. A condition 
*f the sale of each lot * provided 
that the buyer would, within six 
months, erect a. houase with brick 
or atone chimney, and pay annual- 
Jy * Spanish dollar to the owner 
of—the—town, -John Piankenberger. 


In 1774 the town was sold to 


Feter Househill for 550 pounds. In 
March, 1782, Andrew Comfort pur- 
chased HousehilTs interest, and in 
his will, dated November 19, 1789, 
jhade It optional with his son, An- 
drew, to purchase the property at 


fair valuation. 
3n January, ;17J)4,. this -, younger 


Andrew was granted a deed and 
«n January 16, 1795 he sold the 
toim to John Hildebrand. Hil- 
debrand made an addition of 100 
lots that same year and progress 
•eemed to have marked his owner- 
ship, for in 1397 there were 100 
houses in the village. "The Arneri- 
ean Gazetteer for tjhat year says: 
"Berlin is a neat and flourishing 
town of York County, Penna., con- 
taining 100 houses. It is regularly 
laid out on the southwestern side 
of Conewago Creek, 13 miles west- 
erly of Yorktown and 101 west of 
Philadelphia in north latitude 39 de- 
grees, 56 minutes." 


Word "East" Is Added 


We therefore see that by 1797 


the name which Frankenberger 
gave his town, in honor of his 
home city, Berlin, Germany, was to a 
well-established. In later years the itv- 
word"East" was added when the 
town secured 
a post 
office, 
to 


distinguish it from the Berlin, in 
Somerset County, which was prob- 
ably not as old but which • pre- 
sumably had a post office at an 
earlier date. 


East Berlin developed through 


the first three-quarters of the 19th 
century as a country town, with the 
usual features of such towns. In 
1879, 
against the wishes of the 


people of the town, the polling 
place was moved westward about 
three miles to'Pine Run. To pro- 
tect their interest and to save fu- 
ture dispute, the residents of the 
town petitioned for a borough or- 
ganization. This was completed or/ 
November 1C. 1379. The town had 
about =00 inhabitants at that time. 


The first officers were elected 


In 1880 as follows: Burgess, George 
King; councilmen, J. Hartley, J. 
Resser, 'M. Rebert, 
George W. 


Baughman, Henry Sheafer and 
John Wies^t. As a borough it has 
continued to grow and to prosper. 


Of German Extraction 


The people who settled in this 


general area were almost all of 
German 
extraction, 
with 
some 


Swiss included, and consequently 
the religious tone of the town has 
been strongly 
affected 
by the 


churches founded by the Germans, 


ft An effort to establish a Presby- 
^terian Church did not succeed in 


the very beginning of the 19th cen- 
tury, and a later effort to main- 
tain a Methodist Church likewise 
failed. 


A union Lutheran and Reformed 


Church was begun in 1811, and 
completed ten years later. Prob- 
ably dislocation of ordinary life 
by reason of the War of 1812 was 
responsible for this delay. How- 
ever, the Rev. Carl Helfenstme, 
Reformed, 
and 
the Rev. Mr. 


Speck, Lutheran, led the people to 
the completion of the task. Tnese 
two churches remain as the strong- 
est religious bodies within the 
town. 


But Germans were also active 


in

through the Church of the Breth- 
ren.

WASHINGTON (ffl—The 
National 


Mediation Board Friday set up a 
conference aimed at heading off a 
threatened strike, which could af- 
fect 20,000 workers, against the 
New Yoisk Central Railroad.- 


If called,- the strike would start 


at noon Monday, a union spokes-' 
man said in Cleveland. 


Three railroad unions yesterday 


authorized their New York repre- 
sentatives to call a walkout, if nec- 
essary, against the carrier's lines 
east of Buffalo. The issues are 
grievances and working conditions 
dating back two years. 


When notified, the board last 


night asked the unions to postpone 
any strike action pending the out- 
come of federal mediation efforts. 
A board spokesman said a com- 
pany-union-board conference could 
begin today in New York and might 
continue as long as two weeks. 


There was no immediate -reply 


from the unions. The New York 
Central agreed to meet with the 
board and promised''full coopera- 
tion. 


The strike plan was announced 


in Cleveland Thursday by a spokes- 
man for the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers. It followed by a

Thus the 
rings may starve.

His me- 
chanic has relieved his mind by 
pointing out that the trouble was 
due to binding of the throttle con- 
trol rod.

Remedy 
is to clean the binding parts care- 
fully. They should, however, not 
be oiled as this will collect dirt 
and result in a return engagement.

pay off the huge prewar private 
3erman debts and end West Ger- 
many's status as a bankrupt nation 
cas approx-ed here Friday by a 27- 
aauon conference. 


The agreement now goes to a 


tTnited States-British-French gov- 
ernment commission on German 
debts. The commission, in consulta- 
iion with the governments of other 
creditor nations, will draft an inter- 
governmental agreement putting 
the debt pay-off system into effect. 


West Germany will pay off near- 


ly all of Germany's private pre- 
war debts, estimated at 2 & to three 
oillion dollars. 


However, interest rates generally 


will be reduced and the maturity 
dates of the debts will be extended 
up to as much as 30 years to ease 
ihe strain on West Germany. 


To Reduce Loans 


Separately, the United States, 


Britain and France are now ex- 
pected to agree on a scaling down 
of their multi-billion dollar postwar 
government relief loans to West 
Germany. 


Herman J. Abs, head of the West 


German delegation, accepted the 
debt settlement plan on behalf of 
West Germany, but warned the 
plan would be "jeopardized" by 
' any further war preparation de-J 


mands by Germany'* former ene- 
mies. 
• 


Abs said bis delegation would 


move as swiftly as possible to ob- 
tain approval of the plan by the 
West German Parliament. 


U. S., British and French gov- 


ernment delegates-said any future 
action on reparation claims would 
take into account West Germany's 
agreement-to pay off the private 
debts. 


Offered "Breathing Spell" 


But the Western delegates added 


that they could not now offer West 
Germany 
any assurances that 


might prejudice later decisions by 
their governments on reparations'. 


The United States offered West 


Germany 
a^ five-year 
breathing 


spell in paying off_her foreign aid 
•debts to the American government. 


Under this concession, announced 


by U. S. Chief Delegate John W. 
Gunter, the U. S. government, 
would accept repayment of $1,200,- 
000,000 frbm West Germany begin- 
ning in 1957 and continuing in an- 
nual payments for 30 years. 


Originally, West Germany was 


to start repaying oreign aid debts 
to the Western Big Three as soon 
tis the debt settlement plan was 
approved by the governments con- 
cerned. 


Scale Foreign Aid 


The United States already has 


offered to seals down the settle- 
ment of its original foreign aid 
loans to West Germany from $3,200- 
000,000 to $1,200,000,000.' 


Britain and France agreed to 


smaller-scale cuts in repayment of 
their postwar aid. The British gov- 
ernment's aid totaled $562,800,000
